Beginning  in  1805  he  taught  school  nine  winters,  the  first  winter  in  Eoyal* 
ton,  the  others  in  Barnard,  where  he  was  m.  In  June,  1815,  he  started  from 
Bethel  for  Ohio  and  arrived  in  Bronson,  30  July,  after  a  joumey  of  six  weeks.  A 
year  later  he  moved  on  to  the  farm  in  Bronson  (being  the  f  rst  actual  settler  in 
that  township),  and  passed  the  remainder  of  his  days  there. 

In  Sept.,  1886,  the  Firelands  Historical  Society,  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
celebrated  his  one  hundredth  birthday  anniversary  at  his  house  in  Bronson,  at 
which  more  than  two  thousand  people  were  present.  On  another  page  will  be 
found  a  facsimile  of  a  letter  which  he  wrote  when  he  was  101  years,  4  months  and 
15  days  old.  In  1861  he  wrote :  "I  am  one  of  the  busy  sort — improve  as  many 
hours  at  something  as  any  man  I  ever  knew.  More  than  thirty  years  ago  it  is  said 
I  read  more  than  any  other  man  in  the  county.  Many  big  stories  have  been  told 
here,  perhaps  that  is  not  the  largest.  I  have  the  best  flower  garden  of  any  farmer 
within  my  acquaintance;  commonly  rai^e  about  an  acre  of  broom  com  and  make 
from  three  hundred  to  five  hundred  brooms  a  year.'^  In  Jan.,  1883 :  "The  21st 
of  last  September  closed  my  ninety-sixth  year.     I  stay  pretty  close  at  home  in  cold 
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weather^  and  in  pleasant  weather  mm  able  to  ride  out  and  make  calls  and  get  in 
and  out  of  the  buggy  without  help/'  N"of.,  1885:  "One  son,  six  grandchildroi, 
twenty  great  grandchildren  and  four  great  great  gramlchildren,  some  years  ago 
had  a  meeting  in  Norwalk  of  five  generations.  Ninety-nine  years!  what  changes 
in  that  time !  I  have  lived  under  every  President  we  have  had,  the  noted  French 
revolution.  Napoleon's  wars,  his  Russian  campaign,  his  final  defeat  and  confine- 
ment on  the  rock." 

He  was  a  remarkable  man ;  was  never  known  to  spe^  a  cross  word  and  never 
used  tobacco  in  any  form.  Everything  he  did  was  done  well.  He  was  active  in 
church  and  society  matters.  The  purity  of  his  motives  and  the  deep  interest  he 
manifested  in  everything  around  him  will  ever  be  remembered  and  considered  by 
his  friends.

The  regiment  reached  Ticonderoga  in 
June,  and  Col.  Hinman  assumed  command  until  the  arrival  of  (Jen.  Schuyler. 
It  took  part  in  the  operations  of  the  Northern  Department  until  the  expiration  of 
term  of  service,  Dec.,  1775.  This  regiment  suffered  much  from  sickness^  and 
many  men  were  mustered  out  in  Oct.-Nov.,  1775.

The  order  of  arrangement  of  the  facts  of  service  in  each  individual  record  given 
is  the  same,  as  nearly  as  possible,  as  the  original  entries,  and  is  as  follows :  The 
name;  the  place  of  residence,  if  given ;  the  rank;  the  kind  of  document  whereon 
the  record  appears;  the  enlistment  and  discharge,  if  given;  the  time  of  service; 
remarks. 

A  discrepancy  will  sometimes  be  noted  between  the  service  given  and  the 
actual  service  as  figured  between  the  dates  of  enlistment  and  discharge.  The  dif- 
ference is  accounted  for  by  the  practice  of  including,  with  service  performed,  a 
time  allowance  for  travel  on  the  basis  of  one  day  for  every  20  miles  out  or  home. 
As  the  same  name  may  appear  under  various  forms,  each  carrying  some  portion 
of  a  record  of  service,  it  is  necessary  in  order  to  obtain  the  complete  record,  as  far 
as  preserved,  of  any  given  individual,  to  examine  all  the  forms  under  which  a 
name  is  stated  to  appear  in  the  Record  Index.
